A MODEL SCHOOL HOUSE.
Tb* Ventilation Flan Given Each FapU
Thirty Cublo Foot of Air Per Minute.

Most of those who attend school breathe
very little of God's pure air. What theybreathe they get third and fourth hand.
Puro air is cheep, but it Is difficult to get
Tito a schoolroom. It is penned up, Con¬
aned, breathed and breathed again as a
rare commodity . as something which
tomes high and must not bo wasted. Chil¬
dren in school have a much harder time

thoso of us who work in offices andthan
stftreSres and mixwith the general movement
of the world's affairs. At the time when
they aro growing thoy have to make the
strengest drafts upon nature. When tbeyneed the most freedom they are deprivedof that which is proporly their own. Thoso
of us who work in offices would consider it
a great hardship if we had to Bit in school¬
rooms, a still greater one to breathe school¬
room air, and yot more obnoxious to have
to keep still, not to lean over on tho desk,not to Bpeak to our companions. Undertbo best conditions school lifo is difficult
enough, but in a rotten, polluted atmos¬
phere it is positively destroying.

Here Je a sohopj bouse plan which under¬

takes to make mo a little easier for the
scbolai». It does not do a great deal; itdoes not change tho school system which
proveote proper relaxation; It does not
allow tho scholar to move his feet around
(ni_t.hu floor or tn any way to make himself
comfortable.
Every scholar in every schoolroom

should have thirty cubic feet of relatively
pure air per minute. . At the same time
that this air is coming to the room means
should be provided for drawing to tho
outside that which is foul. By forcingthirty oubic feet of air per pupil into a
a room and drawing that much out a highdegree of purity i3 secured. In the state
of M&eAOoltusette we hnvo a very highlycivilised way of oaring for tbe pupils in
their schools. A few wise men went be¬
fore the legislature and told them what
thoy should do.what kind of a law to
pass. Tho membess of the legislature
were wise enough to do it. These fresh nir
philanthropists said, "You should pass a
law which compels those who havo to do
with the construction and maintenance of
school houses to provide each pupil with
at least thirty cubic feet of air per minute
and with not more titan nine ports of car¬
bonic acid gas in 10,000." This law is en¬
forced through tho agency of the district
police of the state of Massachusetts. This
is civilization. We will nil oomo to it in
time. Some one must preach it, howover,
or it will never 1« brought about.
Tho reformer who merely objeote never

reforms. People want to know how it is
to be done. Take tills plan, for instance:
At the back of the schoolroom is shown a
little projection, in one end of which is a
coal or fuel room; next to that a brick in-
closed room with n schoolroom heater in
it, and next to that heater, on tho left, aventilating stnek. Now tlto heater and
ventilating stacks do not ventilate unless
they arc properly arranged. Experiencehas proved that when rightly constructed
they will properly ventilate and provideair in quality and quantity as abovo men¬
tioned. The schoolroom heater Is set over
tui outside air ooimectiou so that it may be
taken into tbe little heating room, wnrmed
to its proper temperature and sent to the
schoolroom. Thus we have pure outside
air warmed to tho proper temperature and
directed into the room. There is a valve
under tlve stove which regulates the tem¬perature*of the air supply. If it bo too
warm the valve may I» changed and a
larger proportion of cold (vir supplied.Thus the (|uautlty of fresh air is nover
changed. There is a definite quantity of
either warm or cold air sent into tbe room
at all times, but if it tie too cold tho valve
is changed so that a larger proportion of
tho outside air is brought into contact with
the hooter. This valve Is called a mixingvalve.. It is arranged to change tho tcm-

parnturo by varying the amount of air
which nwoe.s iu contact with the stove
while the total supply to the room remains
constant. Thus the quantity of supply is
constant, though Ute t-onqwrature may be
variable.
So much for the supply of the properquantity ami quality of air. Now as tothe withdrawal of the nir from the room.

It should I*.- borne in mind that this warm
air is supplied some seven or eight feet
from the floor,. In the vent stock is the
¦tnokepipa from the heater; or, if neces¬
sary, a part of the beater itself or 11 drum
or other device which will heat the nir in
the vent stock. The vent stack hos an
opening at the top mid one at the liottom
in the schoolroom. The stack being heat¬
ed, it causes a strong backward draft and
draws tho air out of the room as fast as it
comes into it.
The question may be asked, Will this

work in this way t Tito fact is it does do
work. There is neither poteut nor mo¬
nopoly 011 the device. A limited snpply is
manufactured in this country, but in the
t-ourso of time it will be mode and manu¬factured every place if only tho peopleknow of it and demand it. The distribu¬
tion of this knowledge is the work of the
